Womens Au Force, 
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Consumers Held Up 


The report that a cartel is raising 
prices on the tinplate used in canned goods 
should concern every Canadian, especial- 
ly those who realize how integral a part 
of Canada’s economy is the canning in- 
dustry. If the consumer who is being 
charged these excessive prices revolts 
against such unjust treatment, a decided 
boon will be granted to that vast array 
of Canadian citizens using canned food. 

The New Brunswick Government's 
brief to the Rowell Commission stressed 
the grave urgency of this problem, and 
protested in vigorous terms against what 
it called the tinplate industry's “illegal 
combination in restraint of trade.” | 

Citing specific instances of the way 
Canadian consumers are being burdened | 
by the price-fixing activities of the Euro- 
pean tinplate and steel cartel, the Govern- | 
ment pointed out that tinplate costs 18 | 
per cent more than last year, though the | 
price of tin on the world market has 
slumped ten per cent in the past twelve | 
months. 

It is significant, as well as encourag- | 
ing, that leaders of the Canadian canning 
and packing industry are pressing for an | 
equitable adjustment of price and 
seeking to end this illegal operation of the 
tin plate cartel in Canada.

Japan and Russia have clashed again 
in a border dispute, rather more serious in 
appearance than the numberless disputes 
they have developed on the boundary 
question over several years. For one thing 
the territory about whose possession they 
are wrangling this time is only a hundred 
miles from Vladivostok, Russia's port and 
naval and airplane base on the Sea of 
Japan. And for another, the notes ex- 
changed carried a direct demand from 
Tokyo that Russia vacate the disputed 
area, and a_ point-blank refusal from 
Moscow. 

Under ordinary circumstances imme- 
diate war would threaten as a result. It is 
not likely to happen now, for the reason 
that both parties have troubles aplenty on 
hand already. Stalin probably dare not 
send his Red army into the farthest cor- 
ner of Siberia, lest the Trotskyites start a 
revolution at home, perhaps with the as- 
sistance of Japan’s sympathizer, Germany. 
Japan, with three-quarters of a million 
men in the distant interior of China, will 
hardly want to take on another and more 
formidable enemy.

LONDON, Eng.—(By Mail)—Associated with 
the Ministry of Transport is a body known as the 
Transport Advisory Council which has lately 
been considering what should be done with the 
cyclist, 

The council has now issued a report making 
certain recommendations regu- 
lating cyclists for their own 
good, as well as thaj of other 
road-users, and, as was quite 
expected, these have provoked 
a storm of criticism, justifying 
the charge of a former Minister 
of Transport that the cyclists 
behave “like a lot of hysterical 
ballet-dancers.” 

Nearly 3,000 cyclists are 
3. @& NORCROSS killed on the roads annually 
and another 140,000 are injured. Clearly some- 
thing must be done to stop the slaughter, but, 
apparently, the cyclists require that all roade 
users shall be controlled, except themselves. 

One would think that they would be glad 
to have special cycle-tracks provided. Not a bit 
of it. Their organizations urge their members 
to refuse to use such cycle-tracks as have been 
constructed. The council proposes to make the 
use of cycle-tracks, where they exist, compul- 
sory. The cyclists shriek unitedly in opposition 
to anything of the kind. 

The council further recommends that cyclists 
shall carry red rear lights in addition to the pre- 
sent red discs, or, in addition tp approved re- 
flectors; shall be prohibited from riding more 
than two abreast; shall be required to report 
accidents in the same manner as motor drivers, 
and shall carry identification discs on their 
machines, giving their name and address. 

Regarding rear lamps the cyclists take the 
ground that motor-cars should have head-lights 
strong enough to enable them to see what is on 
the road, overlooking the possibility that a driver 
may have to dim his lights when meeting another 
car

Samuel Leonard Tilley of New Brunswick, 
his long life was emphatic upon three 
above everything else. He was a staunch 
tee-totaller (indeed, he passed the first prohibi- 
t act in Canada and suffered defeat therefor); 

s a firm believer in strict observance of the

of gambling in any form. Yet on this date (July 
23) in 1878 he engaged in the greatest political 
gamble of any public man in Canadian history. 

He had been lieutenant-governor of New 
Brunswick from November, 1873, and was cer- 
tain, if Sir John Macdonald was to win on his 
national policy program, of a second term. 

He entered into the campaign with vigor. It 
was a hard fight. The Conservatives won 
throughout the Dominion, but in New Brunswick 
the best Tilley could do was retain five seats for 
the Conservatives against 11 for the Liberals, the 
same as in the parliament of 18674, he himself 
winning in Saint John by a majority of only nine. 
But the daring adventure had succeeded. The 
N. P. had won, and when the new cabinet was 
formed Sir Leonard again became minister of 
finance and in 1879 introduced the national policy 
tariff. 

Once when talking to a dear friend, a New 
Brunswick editor (long since dead) I stressed 
the “gamble” feature of the resignation as lieu- 
tenant-governor. My friend said: “Well, you 
may )ook at it that way, if you like; but remem 
ber, Tilley’s term would have been up anyway 
in November, 1878, and if the Liberals had won 
he would have been replaced, So, perhaps, after

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Artificial Restriction of Wheat Acreage 


Board Asks Ottawa To Set 
871% Cents Bushel Low 
Price 


CALGARY, July 28—Artificial 
restriction of wheat acreage is not 
favored by directors of the 
prairie wheat pools. 

At an interprovincial conference 
of the Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta pools here Friday it was 
declared a prescribed quota of 
wheat for each individual farmer to 
sell would be preferable in Canada 
to artificial restrictions of acreage. 

Under the quota system a farm. 
er could put in whatever acreage 


desired but he would be allowed to 


sell only his “quota rights.” 


CONSIDER ACREAGE 

Acreage were considered, it was 
announced, during a discussion on 
marketing policy at the afternoon 
session. 

A telegram was dispatched to 
Dominion government during the 
sezsion urging a minimum wheat 
price of 874 cents a bushel, No. 
1 northern, Fort William, be 
established by the Canadian 
Wheat Board for the 1938 crop. 

Such a minimum, it was stated in 
the telegram, would guarantee an 
average net price to farmers in 
western Canada of 60 cents a bushel 
for their wheat 
The conference, presided over by 

J. H. Wesson, president of the Sas- 
katchewan Wheat Pool, will con- 
tinue today. There are 29 direc- 
tors present from the three pools. 


WORLD PRICE URGED 

Support of an international com- 
mittee to regulate wheat sales 
quotas throughout the world to 
protect price levels was urged by 
the director-delegates to the con- 
ference it was announced. 

The Dominion government will 
be requested to give fullest co-op- 
eration on the part of Canada to 
such a committee. 

Discussing the future market- 
ing policy, many of the directors 
expressed themselves in favor of 
producer-control of marketing. 
They favored the establishment 
of federal government regulations 
to enable wheat producers to mar- 
ket their grain on a basis of com- 
plete control when s substantial 
percentage of growers vote in 
favor of such regulations. 

The telegram urging the 87% 
cent price for wheat was sent to 
Hon. W. D. Euler, federal minister 
of trade and commerce, 


CROP MEANS MUCH 

Given a reasonable return, the 
proceeds of the 1938 crop, it was 
declared, would be of considerable 
value in aiding the rehabilitation 
of western agriculture and would 
aid business recovery. 

If the minimum price were set 
any lower than 8714 cents, such a 
price would fail to be of any ma- 
terial assistance to the economy 
of the west.

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Many Melon Season 


Means Ripe Picking 


Home Service 


By MRS. GAYNOR MADDOX 

This is the season of meny 
melons. Do you know how to buy 
cantaloupes, honeydews and honeys 
balls? Here is how: 

Best cantaloups for eatjng are 
picked off the vine ripe—not green 
or overripe. To check on this, ex- 
amine the stem end of the canta- 
loup. Picked full ripe, it will have 
a smooth even scar with no stem at 
all attached. But the cantaloup 
picked green will have a portion of 
the stem attached, Or there will be 
a rough place where it was pulled 
out. 

Next. look the whole cantaloup 
over critically. It should be firm, 
well netted, And the color under- 
neath these nettings should bé a 
light golden yellow. See that this 
golden yellow color is uniform all 
over the melon. Overripe canta- 
loups will have a pale, faded-yellow 
ground color. In underripe ones 
this will be a pure green or a light 
canary yellow. 


ODOR DENOTES RIPENESS 
Some cantaloups do their. own 
advertising when they are ripe, for 
then their characteristic musky 
odor becomes more noticeable. And 
in some varieties, a good, sweet 
melon will have little gobules of 
sugar about the stem scar, These 
are a sort of cherry red color — 
about the size of a pencil point. 
Honeyballs and honeydews are 
popular muskmelons that do not 
come in the cantaloup class, The 
honeyball is only slightly netted 
and when ripe its skin changes 
from a lightish green to a lightish 
yellow. Its flesh is spicier and 


sweeter than that of the cantaloup. 

Honeydews also have a green 
flesh and are slightly elongated in 
shape. These, unlike cantaloups, 
are best picked when they are still 
growing. So on the market they 
usually have their stems attached. 
These are ready to eat when there 
is just a change from a light green 
to a paler green in the skin. And) 
there is often a slight tinge of 
yellow. 


CHILLING IMPORTANT 


But no matter how adept the 
homemaker gets at picking the 
good ones there probably always 
will be a slight feeling of suspense 
just before the melon is cut up to 
be served, For the final and most 
important test of all is the tastirig. 

To prepare melons for eating— 
chill them. Some homemakers 
like to wrap them and keep them 
in the refrigerator. Others prefer 
to keep them outside because of 
the penetrating musky odor that 
sometimes pervades the refrigera- 
tor.
